It has been evident for years to the 


uost casual observer that there was no 
difference, except in names, between 
the gold Republicans and gold Demo- 
crats. They voted together to repeal

BUTAN AT AtBAMY. 


Th« Cltr Hall Square Packed with Hli 


Admirer* 


ALBANY, N. ¥., August 26.— William 


J. Bryan, now on hie western trip, ad- 
dressed a erowd of 10,000 persons, who 
packed the City Hall Square under the 
shadows of the State House. 
Betore 


this demonstration 
Mr. and Mrs. 


Bryan sat down to dinner with Senator 
Hill and prominent Albany Democrats 
at the Senator's magnificent home 
known as Wolfert'h Roost, whither 
they were driven directly from the de- 
pot 
Those who met the Democratic 


candidate at Mr. Hill's much discussed 
dinner were Supreme Convt Judge C. 
Cady Herrick and wife, Louis Pratt, 
Collector of Customs, and wife, Norton 
Chase, Chairman of the City Demo- 
cratic Committee. For nearly three 
hours Mr. Bryan was the guest of the 


York Senator, and although every 


participant in the dinner averred that 
it was a purely social affair, their de- 
scriptions were taken with a grain of 
salt, it being the general impression 
that an understanding was reached 
which will insure to Bryan the support 
of the party organization iu the State. 


The crowd began to gather in City 


Hall Square two hours before the 
meeting, and when Bryan upproacbad 
them the people were packed in a solid 
mass over several acres of pavement 
and sod. His appearance as he stepped 
upon the flag-draped platform kindled 
a fierce shout, which was swelled into 
three cheers with hundreds of hats and 
handkerchiefs in the air. 
He was es- 


corted by Messrs. Chase and Pratt, Re- 
corder Mathews, Postmaster Woods 
and Collector John Masterson. Sen- 
ator Hill was not there. 


Bryan spoke with more than his cus- 


tomary oratorical force, and consider 
Ing the size of the crowd he was lis- 
tened to with most flattering attention. 
Once the speech was marred by a small 
knot of Republicans, who interrupted 
with straggling cheers for McKinloy. 
Before the speech was finished, dark- 
ness came on und red lights were kin- 
dled on the outskirts of the crowd and 
threw a crimson glare over the field of 
heads, and then an alarm of fire just as 
the orator was ending created diver- 
sion. At the close o£ his speech Bryan 
shook hands with the people, who 
climbed on tho platform. 
He was 


driven to the station, preceded by 
a band und a crowd of citizens who 
formed in line and marched along 
cheering. 


BIVV'AN UP JEARI.Y. 


Five Thousand People Cheer Him at 


Syracuse. 


SYRACUSE, August 21.— W. J. Bryan 


took up his campaigning to-day almost 
before the sun was up. 
After a few 


hours' rest, following the Utica meet- 
ing, which did not end until half-past 
midnight, and after a hurried break- 
fast, he and Mrs. Bryan boarded a local 
passenger train which left Utica at 7:15. 
There was no parlor car and they took 
seats in the common coach, where the 
passengers crowded about them for 
handshaking and autographs. Bryan 
had little to say about his dinner with 
Senator Hill, undoubtedly one of the 
most important events in his New York 
tour. 
-• 


"It was purely a social affair," he 


said. 
Although the absence of Hill 


from the political meeting which fol- 
lowed the dinner was commented upon. 
The remark made by Bryan in his Al 
bany speech, that the support of those 
Democrats who did not endorse every 
plank in the platform was expected, 
was commented upon as significant. 
There is a general impression among 
those with the candidate that he -re- 
ceived assurance that Hill will declare 
for the ticket. 


Bryan addressed 5,000 people to-day 


and was enthusiastically greeted. 
Ho 


said that as many people had not suffi- 
cient gold or silver to visit the candi 
dates, he thought the candidates might 
visit the people, and that he was glad 
to show himself, as one accused «s the 
candidate of anarchists, to let the peo- 
ple judge whether he looked like one 
bent upon destroying the Government.
